2. SUMMARY: ASSISTANT SECRETARY MOOSE MET WITH FOREIGN 

MINISTER CLAES ON THE MORNING OF MAY 13, FOLLOWED BY A 
TRILATERAL SESSION WITH HIS FRENCH AND BELGIAN 
COUNTERPARTS FOR DISCUSSIONS ON THE CRISIS IN RWANDA, AS 
WELL AS EVENTS IN BURUNDI AND ZAIRE. LATER IN THE DAY, 
THE TRILATERAL REPRESENTATIVES MET WITH MSGR. MONSWENGO, 
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WHO HAD JUST ARRIVED FROM THE AFRICAN BISHOPS SYNOD IN 

ROME. THIS CABLE WILL SUMMARIZE THE MAIN CONCLUSIONS OF UNCLASSIFIED 
THE RWANDA DISCUSSIONS. THE FULL EXCHANGES WILL BE 
REPORTED VIA SEPTELS. END SUMMARY. 

3. A/S MOOSE HELD A WORKING BREAKFAST ON ON MAY 13 IN 
BRUSSELS WITH BELGIAN FOREIGN MINISTER CLAES FOLLOWED BY A 
FULL TRILATERAL MEETING WITH HIS BELGIAN AND FRENCH 
COUNTERPARTS. THE FRENCH GROUP WAS HEADED BY JEAN-MARC 
ROCHEREAU DE LA SABLIERE , QUAI DIRECTOR OF AFRICAN 
AFFAIRS ; HE WAS ACCOMPANIED BY THE AFRICAN AFFAIRS OFFICER 
FROM THE QUAI ' S 10 BUREAU AND THE FRENCH EMBASSY'S AFRICA 
WATCHER. THE BELGIAN SIDE WAS HEADED BY LODE WILLEMS, 

CHIEF OF STAFF TO THE FOREIGN MINISTER AND WIL JANEN, 

DIRECTOR OF AFRICAN AFFAIRS AT THE MFA; THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL OF THE MFA JOINED THE BELGIAN DELEGATION FOR THE 
WORKING LUNCHEON. 

ASSESSMENT OF THE MILITARY SITUATION 
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4. DESPITE ITS WILLINGNESS TO SIGN A CEASE-FIRE, THE RPF 
IS IN FACT PROBABLY NOT PREPARED TO HALT ITS OFFENSIVE 
UNTIL KIGALI IS TAKEN. THE FRENCH AND THE U.S. BELIEVE 
THAT THE RPF HAS REACHED (OR WILL SHORTLY) THE LIMITS OF 
ITS MILITARY CAPABILITIES AS IT GETS INTO HOSTILE ARE AS 
FURTHER FROM ITS BASES IN UGANDA AND NORTHERN RWANDA.

7. WHILE ACKNOWLEDGING THAT THE EXECUTIONS CARRIED O UT B Y 
THE RPF HAD BEEN CLOSELY TARGE TTED , DE LA SABLIERE ARGUED 
THAT THE INVESTIGATION SHOULD LOOK AS CLOSELY AT THE 
DEATHS IN RPF HELD AREAS AS THE ETHNIC MASSACRES CARRIED 
OUT BY HUTU MILITIAS AND POPULATION. MOOSE AGREED THAT 
SUMMARY EXECUTIONS IN RPF HELD AREAS SHOULD NOT BE IGNORED.

8. THE THREE PARTNERS AGREED THAT PRIORITY MUST BE GIVEN 
TO HALTING THE ETHNIC KILLINGS, BRINGING ABOUT A 
CEASE-FIRE AND GETTING HUMANITARIAN RELIEF OPERATIONS 
UNDERWAY. MOOSE ARGUED THAT THE U.S. PROPOSAL FOR THE 
CREATION OF "SAFE ZONES" ALONG THE RWANDAN BORDER AREAS 
UNDER UN CONTROL COULD HELP REASSURE THE RPF THAT THE 
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TUTSI POPULATION IN GOR- CONTROLLED AREAS IS BEING T TNPT A SSTFTFD 

PROTECTED, THUS MAKING IT EASIER FOR THE RPF AGREE TO A IDU 

CEASE-FIRE SUCH AREAS COULD BE EXPANDED TO CITIES LIKE 

BUTARE ADN CYANGUGU, WHERE CONCENTRATIONS OF DISPLACED 

TUTSIS REPORTEDLY EXIST, MOOSE EXPLAINED. HE ADDED THAT 

UNSYG BOUTROS GHALI (AFTER HEARING THE DETAILS IN 

PRETORIA) SEEMED PREPARED TO SUPPORT THIS COMCEPT PROVIDED 
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IT DID NOT PRECLUDE EFFORTS TO ACHIEVE A WIDER CEASE-FIRE.

WIDELY AS WE WOULD LIKE. 
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
